The opening was easy at a declino ot 3150

points In response to lower English cable» nnd
prospect« for big receipts. During tho early
session hue months added u point or two to
their Initial loss, but Ootober shone were cov¬
ering from the Ilrrtt, nnd tli« whole market soon
rallied In respinse. Considerable pressure was,
met on a scale up, owing to realizing by recoin
buyers und selling subi to be against «pot
supplì,a in the South, bul the advance wus
not chocked until October sold at 10,50 or 20
points noi higher, while later months showed
gains of S1J17 points.

"A law granting tho conductors of tho

street railways power of pollco to re¬

move passengers from any seat In tho
car, and to arrest whoever refuses, was

passed several months »go. it Is word¬
ed to apply both to the blacks anil tho
whites, but It Is really directed only
against tho blacks, and since it watt

passed several negroes havo been arrest¬
ed for refusing to obey tho conductors:
As n result, tho receipts In fares, have
fallen off $500 a week slnco the law wn*

passed. The negroes Immediately organ¬
ized a company of their own, and bi¬
gini by using wagons, Thoy fourni Mint,
they owned among themselves, seventy
vehicles, which they could use fur the
purpose. Tho enterprise has prospered,
und, 'yesterday, 1 wont with Mr, Boyd
to lmrchasu four large steam iiutomo-
'blles, which will be run in place of
cars. Tho purpose of the company Is
to ???? the negroes »if Nashville ??µ?a?

It is not our purpose to exclude the
Whites, and as automobiles are some¬
thing of u novel! y in Nashville, wo
expect that the whites will patronize ?
